The postponed examina- 
tion has now been set for Thursday

STOLEN TOBACCO FOUND 
IN LEESBURG BARN 

Tobacco Stolen in Harrison end 
Bracken Counties Is Located By 
Harrison County Sheriff. 

The Cynthlana Log Cabin says: 
Last Friday night thieves stole 
about 600 pounds of the best tobacco 
of a crop grown by Ben Thomas and 
brother on the Homer Oder farm on 
the Mt. Vernon pike. Spring wagon 
tracks leading from the barn were 
followed to near Leesburg and the to- 
bacco was located In an old barn on 
an unoccupied farm belonging to Mr. 
Shelby Barnhlll. who resides In Scott 
county. A warrant for the recovery of 
the tobacco was secured and Sheriff 
John Ingles and Deputy Sheriff Am- 
merman went to the Barnhlll farm 
Sunday. They found that about 1.000 
pounds more of tobacco had been add- 
ed to the pile of stolen Hurley, it being 
later Identified as the property of Mr. 
8. M. Robert, of beyond Leesburg. The 
owners took the tobacco home. When 
Mr. Barnhlll learned that stnle'i to- 
bacco had been hidden on his farm I 
crime to the place nnd offered hi* a 
sistance He had not bean on Hie f • -;n 
for several weeks. 

It is believed the tobacco was stolen 
hy a hunch of thieves who have be 
operatlng'ln the Leesburg vicinity f- r 
*omo lime, but no arrests hr>e been 
made.

TREATY FORMALLY 
RATIFIED TODAY 
JY IRELAND 

Irish Free State Treaty Ratified — 
Griffith Leads Prorlslont 
Government 

Dublin, Jan. 14. — The Anglo-Irish 
treaty, creating the Irish Free State, 
was unanimously ratiflod today by 
the South Ireland Parliament 
Gamonn de Valera and his supportera, 
who opposed the treaty in the Dall 
Eireann, wore absent. 

A provisional government of which 
Arthur Griffith is president, was con- 
stituted, comprising Michael Collins, 
William Cosgrove, Eamon J. Duggan, 
P. J. Hogan, Finian Lynch, Josepr 
McGrath, Professor John Macneil and 
Kevin O'Hlggins. 

The provisional government faces 
its first difficulty in the threatened 
■strike of railwaymen called for mid- 
night tonight. The managers of four 
Dublin roads last night made an offer 
through Mr. Griffith, which never was 
ejected by the men, that if they re- 
Rained at work the companies would 
find employment for three months for 
all those deemed superfluous to the 
operation of the roads under an arbi- 
tration award.

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PRACTICAL SERVICE 

' Splendid work has been done by the veterans' bureau in sending 
a force of men nto the field to establish personal eontaet with former 
service men who are disabled by reason of their military service and 
who aree entitled to compensation, vocational training or insurance 
under the law. In this campaign a total of 148,650 veterans have 
been interviewed personally,, and as a result of- these interviews 78,- 
007 applications have been nndc for relief. It may be assuind that 
had not the veterans' bureau taken this personal interest in the 
soldiers, all, or nearly all, of the 78,907 would have failed to avail 
themselves of the assistance which Congress voted them. 

There were some mighty good soldiers in the Amriean army who 
do not rad the newspapers or keep abreast of current events- Con- 
sequently it is not to be wondered at that thousands were found who 
were ignorant of the provisions of the law which entitle them to re- 
lief. The clean-up squad sent into the country by the veterans' bu- 
reau found instances where men were suffering from permanent dis- 
ability contracted in the service and clearly wre entitled to financial 
help, but didn't know it. It was necessary that these cases be taken 
up at once, because it might have been impossible later to establish 
the service origin of their afflictions. 

There is something quite human about this work, something that 
goes beyond the formality and red tape of government routine, and 
those responsible for it deserve public approval. It is not practicable 
tor the veterans' bureau to keep in personal communication with 
every man to advise him of his legal rights, but this effort to reach 
as many as possible is highly commendable. 

When Congress enacted the laws providing for relief for dis- 
abled veterans of the war, it meant that every man entitled to it 
should have it. No distinction was made between the illiterate and 
the literate, the city man and the country man. The knowledge that 
thousands of brave and loyal men were being deprived of financial 
help because of their ignorance is not pleasing. 

The results of this elean-up campaign make is plainly the duty 
of the government to utilize every agency at its command to spread 
among the people information concerning disability allowances, and 
there should be as much effort put forward to advise those entitled 
to help concerning their rights as to prevent frauds being perpe- 
trated upon the government. It has been shown that nearly 80r,000 
veterans, some of them blind or nearly so, others tubercular and 
ethers nervous wrecks, would have failed to secure the relief that a 
grateful nation has provided had they not been sought out and 
helped by representatives of the veterans' bureau. May this real 
rervice be continued.— Washington Post. 



Eugene V. Debs was a so-called political prisoner. He was re- 
leased from prison by a man raised through politics to a position in 
which he could bring about that release. "We had accepted that sit 
uation and decided to let Mr. Debs go his way in peace until he seized 
the publicity attendant upon his release to renew the work of spread- 
ing his philosophy- Th position he takes demands a protest. 

First, we arc told he will not accept "a full pardon" from the 
President, as that implies a guilt he does not ackuowledge. It that 
is the case he should be allowed to return to prison. Whether he ac- 
knowledges guilt or not, he has been tried and found guilty. That is 
sufficient evidence of guilt to be generally accepted by Americans. 
The chances are that Debs' obstruction of the draft, however con- 
scientious his reasons, did handicap the recruiting and training and 
equipping of American soldiers sufficiently so that several more 
Americans were killed or wounded in the war on his account. The 
blood of those Americans is on the hands of Eugene Debs. No senti- 
mental rot about the "fineness of spirit" of his 2,300 fellow convicts 
can wipe away the stain. 

He has been proved guilty. He is guilty. If the President wishes 
to release him as a political prisoner, that is a matter for the con- 
science of the President to decide, but it does not alter the guilt. 

Again, Debs is so impressed with the love of his fellow convicts 
and with their fine spirit that he would open the doors and give them 
all liberty. That is a fine sentimental idea. It is not a thought. 
Thought would recall that every one of these 2.300 men who so loved 
hugene Debs are mail robbers, counterfeiters ,or otherwise enemies 
cf society who have made life harder for all the rest of the millions 
■Americans who are law abiding and decent. 
Debs would "expose the viciousness of the system which has for 
its motive the reformation of mankind by placing him behind prison 
walls." Again a fine sentiment, but a totally erroneous premise. 
That is not the motive of the system- Perhaps we hope to reform 
these men> but that is not the reason for putting them in prison. We 
put them ii» prison to protect society with all its law abiding citizens 
from them. )They are dangerous. They are shut up, just as a dan- 
gerous beast ywould be shut up. 

"Man is the only animal that cages the victims of his system," 
says Debs resentfully. 

True. The other animals kill their victims. Not many years ago 
man also killed the majority of those who preyed upon society. 
Thieves were hanged in much greater numbers than murderers. 

Civilization is advancing in spite of Debs, not because of him.— 
Chicago Tribune. 



SHOILD BE SUNK 

BI PARTY lJf POWER 

Republican Xatlona) Chairman Extols 
Partisanship In Address to 
Women Voters. 

New York. — The sinking or minor 
differences in order to discbarge the 
broad responsibility that Is imposed 
upon a party wben it comes into au- 
thority, was urged by Chairman John 
T. Adams, of the Republican National 
Committee, In an address recently be- 
fore the Women's National Republican 
Club. Mr. Adams said in part: 

"The Woman's National Republican 
Club sounds good to a Republican 
who believes In our system of gov- 
ernment. Those who have been part} 
men all their lives are naturally in 
favor of women being party women. 
In our bi-party country, perhaps the 
best thing for a woman is to be a Re- 
publican partisan; the second best 
thing, a Democratic partisan: and 
about the poorest thing she can do. po- 
litically, is to be a non-partisan or a 
woman partisan. There Is about as 
much logac in the women formini: a 
political party of their own, as in hav- 
ing the green-eyed, or the red-haired, 
or the bald-headed people set them- 
selves up as a political party Every 
time we learn of the organization of n 
woman's Republican club, or a wo- 
man's Democratic club, either one. we 
think the women are going to justify 
our confidence, that when they got 
their political "rights" they would 
rescognize their political responsibili- 
ties. .Good Republicans are better 
Americans, and they would much 
rather have the women become Demo- 
crats than have them organize under 
the pale banner of non-partisanship 
or the factional standard of a woman's 
party. 

"There never was a time when 
greater problems confronted our coun- 
try than now, nor when responsible 
leaders faced greater difficulties in 
the solution of those problems. It was 
never more important than now that 
Americans, whon considering public 
questions, should be guided by their 



rather than by Individual 
or factional interests. Pew greater 

misfortunes could befall our country 
in these trying times than to have our 
civic energies frittered away In con- 
tests among groups, factions .occupa- 
tional interests, or social divisions. 

"Just as we feel a responsibility to 
the nation, which we believe must lead 
us Into one or the other of the great 
political parties, so we should have 
a sense of responsibility for the party 
that wHl favor a proper measure of 
solidarity, or unification.

A merican Valuation Plan 
Can be Easily Administered 



—J. B. REYNOLDS 



Financial Expert, Making In- 
vestigation for Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, Says New 
System is Feasible. 



The American Valuation plan of 
assessing Import duties, as provided 
in the pending Fordney tariff bill, is 
possible of administration and the only 
feasible means of compiling a tariff 
that will afford adequate protection 
to the American manufacturer, ac- 
cording to J. B. Reynolds, former as- 
sistant Secretary of the Treasury and 
now director of valuation investiga- 
tions for the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, 

"There is nothing uncanny, nothing 
mysterious and nothing at all of a 
tremendously unusual or out-of-the- 
way nature about American Valua- 
tion," Mr. Reynolds says, "Today, 
when Imports are brought Into this 
country they are assessed on the basis 
of the value In foreign countries. Tho 
Invoice is presented and on that tho 
Importer puis his value. 

Invoices Practically Worthless 
"These Invoices— to give them all the 
credit that they are entitled to— In the 
average case are worth a little less, 
perhaps, than th* paper on which 
they are printed. Now, I say. that 
after a long experience in handling 
Invoices, and by that I mean that the 
certification that the consul abroad has 
to make amounts to nothing. The In- 
voices go through on the day before 
a ship sails; they go into a consular 
office In any part of the world where 
there Is a large business between that 
country and the United States. Tou 
have a perfect string of people filing 
In with Invoices to get the Invoice off 
•n the next boat with the automatlo 
affixing of a stamp. It Is a matter of 
a cleric signing the consul's name. And 
all that it does Is to certify that that 
Invoice Is on the right colored paper. 
Is made out In the right legal form, 
and nothing else. , 

"There is a proposition now put up 
Against that. It seems to me It Is a 
very simple one. Instead of putting 
the duties, assessing the ad valorem 
duties which are duties assessod on 
the value of goods, on the foreign or 
Invoice value, the proposition la to put 
these duties on the value of the goods 
in the United States. 

"Tho value of the goods In the United 
states Is not an unknown quantity. 
It can ~b» found. All the books, all 
th* papers of the manufacturers, the 
Jobbers and the sellers of every kind, 
ere at th* disposal of the Government 
Prices are known in this country. 
We ere dealing with an absolutely 
known and certain proposition and 
th* whol* idea is simply that where 
ther* Is an ad valorem rat* of duty 
on goods, we do not try to ****** this 
on th* foreign value, which la largely

- Principal R H *" * 10:46 * B ' 
provisions of the bill to strengthen 
the Kentucky prohibition enforce- 
ment law were agreed on here Fri- 
1 day. 

Those in conference with Attorney 
General Charles I. Dawson were N. A. 
Palmer of the Kentucky Anti-Saloon 
League, and Commonwealth's Attor- 
neys J. MOtt Daniels of Beattyville: 
Joseph M. Lawton, Louisville: Henry 
DeHaven Moorman, of Hardisburg, 
nnd John J. Howe of Carrol Iton. legis- 
lative committee of the Common- 
wealth's Attorneys' Association. 

The measure would give police and 
county courts concurrent Jurisdiction 
with circuit courts on all liquor 
charges except moonshlning. where 
the penalty does not exceed a fine of 
$300 and a sixty-day jail sentence. 

It contains a mandatory require- 
ment that all persons convicted be 
placed under $1,000 peace bonds in 
lieu of which they would serve ninety 
day in jail.
